What Socrates Said 


,. While I Was trying to define to 
tmyself the essential qualification: 
‘ef a -higher commander 1 lonked 
these 
| Qualitications had been defined in 
jthe past. [T read a number of ex- 
{ positions, ‘by various writers, of 
ithe virtues, military or otherwise, 
that were considered necessary for 
,a general. 1 found only one that 
seemed to me to goto the real 
root of the matter; if is attribited 
|to a wise man named Socrates, ~ Jy 
reads as follows: — 

The general ‘must know howto 
get his men. their rations and 
every other Kind of s‘ores needed 
fox'war.” He must have imagina- 
lion to originate plans, practical 
sense and energy to carry them 
through. He must ‘be observant, 
untiring,’ shrewd; kindly. and 
cruel; simple and crafty; a-watch- 
man and a robber; lavish (and 
miserly; generous and stingy; rash 
and constrvative. Al] these and 
many other qualities, natural and 
acquired, he must have. He should 
also, as a matter of course, know 
his tactics; for a disorderly mob 
is no more an army than a heap 
of building materials is a house. 
Now the first’ point that attcacts 
me abotlt that definition is the or- 
der’ in which it is arranged. 
begins with the matter of admin- 
istration, which ig the real crux 
of generalship, lo my mind; and 
places tactics, the handling of 
troops in, battle, at the end of his 
qualifica’sons instead of at thé be- 
finning where most people place 
jit. Also it insists on practical 
sense and energy as two of the 
most. important qualifications; 
while the Jist of the many. and 
contrasted qualities that a general 
must have rightly gives an im-- 
pression of the great field of acti- 
vity that generalship covers and 
the variely of the situations” with 
which i1 has to deal, and the need 
for adaptability in the make-up of 
a general, 


Shocks Of War 


But even this definition of -Snc- 
rates does not to my mind emphas- 
ise sufficiently what I hold to be 
the first essential of a general, the 
qualily of robustness, the ability 
to ctand the shacks. of war. Pro- 
bably this factor did not apply so 
jmuch in Socrates’ time. People 
did not then suffer from what is 
; pow elegantly known as “the jit- 
ters.” IT can perhaps best explain 
what I mean by robustness by ‘a 
physical illustration. I remember 
long ago, when.I was a very young 
bofficer, being told by a mountain 
gunner friend thal whenever in 
the old days a new design of 
mountain gun was submitted to 
the Artillery Committee that aug- 
ust body had it taken to the top 
of a tower, some hundred feet 
high, and thence dropped on ‘o 
the eround below. If it was stilt 
capable af functioning it was given 
further trial; if not, it was re- 
jected as flimsy. The committer 
reasoned that mules and, moun- 
fain guns might easily fall down 
the hillside and must be mad# 
cavable of surviving so trivial a 
misadventure. On similar grounds 
rifes ard automatic weapons sub- 
mitted to the Small Arms Com- 
‘mittee are, I believe, buried © in 
mud for 48 hours or so before be- 
ing tested for their - rapid firine 
quakties. The neces¢ity for such 
a test was: very an‘ly illustrated 
in the late War. when’ the original 
Canadian -contincent arrived in 
France armed with the Ress rifle. 
a weapon which. had shown its 
superior quatities in target shoot- 
ing at the Bislev ranres. in veace. 
In the mud of the trenches it was 
found to jam after a very few 
rounds; and after a short exper- 
lence of the weapon -under active 
service conditions the| Canadian 
soldier refused ta have anything 
te do with it and insisted on. be- 
ing armed with the Bri‘ish rifle. 


The Buried Mind 


Now. the mind of the general_in 
war js buried, not merely for 48 
hours but for days and weeks, in 
the mud and sand of unreliable. 
information: and: uncertain. factors, 
and ‘may at any time receive, from 
an unsuspected move of. the 
Fenemy. an unforeseen accident. or 


anism, is.of little use in war; and 


comparison to war must be that 
of a game, a very rough and dirty 
fame, for which a robust body 
and mind are essential,.The gen- 
eral is deaing with men's lives, 
and must have a’ certain mental 
robus’ness to stand the strain of 
this responsibility, How great that 
s’rain is you may judge by the 
sudden deaths of many of the 
commanders of the late War. WKen> 
you read military history take note 
of the failures due to lack of this 
quality of robustness. 

I propose ‘to say a few words 
about ‘the physical attribu‘es of « 
Beneral: courage, health, and 
youth, Personal appearanee we 
need not worry about: an impos- 
ing presence can be a most use- 
ul asset; but good generals, as 
they say of good race-horses, “trun 
in all shapes.” Physical courage 
is not so essential_a factor, in 
reaching high rank as it wad! in 
the old days of close-range fight= 
ing, but it still is of very: Consid- 
erable impprtance to-day in dever— 
mining the degree of risk a com- 
mander will take to see foy him- 
self what is going on; and in 
mechanised Warfare we may_again 
sce the gercral leading his troops 
almost in the front of the fighting, 
or possibly reconnoitving and com- 
manding from. the air. 

As an'‘example of the extent to 


It-.which generals came under fire in. 


the old days you mey like to know - 


that at Marlborough’s assault on- 


the Schellenberg during the Blen- 
heim campaign ‘six lieulenant- 
gencrals were killed and five 
wounded ‘in the Allied Army,- 
while the 1,500 British casualties 
at the action included four major- 
generals and 28 brigadiers or jieu~ 
tenant-colone!s. There is a good 
stery told of one of Napoleon's 
marshals, Lefebvre, the gaiant 
old soldier ‘who became Duke of 
Danzig. A- civilian friend was 
once envying him his house and 
decorations and other awards, At 
last the old marshal’ got tired of 
it and sald to him, “Well, if you 
want all these things come out in 
ty my garden and let me have 10 
shots at you at 40 paces. If you 
survive I will hand over to you 
my house and everything in it.” 
His friend, perhaps naturally, ob- 
jected? "All right,’ said the old 
marshal. “But remember that I 
had several hundred shots fired a’ 
me at that range before [ got all 
these things.” 


Calm Courage 


Courage, physical and moral, a 
general undoubtedly must have, 
Voltaire praises in Marlborough 
“that calm courage in the midst 
of tumult, that serenity of soul in 
danger, which is the greatest gift 
of nature for command.” A later 
military writer, who had ho great 
admiration for Joffre, was com- 
pelled to admit that his  sioiid 
calm and obstinate determination 
in the darkest days of the retreat 
had an influence which offset many 


of the grave strategical blunders icring many of our best generals} 


which he commit’ed. Health in a 
general is, of course, most impor- 
tant, but it is a relative quality 
only. We would all of us, I imag- 
ine, sooner have Napoleon sick on 
our side than many of his nop- 
ponents whole, A great svirie car 
rule in a frail body. as Wolfe and 
others have shown us. Marlbor- 
ough during his great campaigne 
would have been ploughed by 
most modern medicat boards. - 

* Next comes the vexed question 
of age. One of ‘he ancient Roman 
poets has pointed out the scandal 
ef od men at war and old men 
in love. But at exactly what age 
a general ceases to be dargerous 
to the enemy and a Don Juan to 
the cther rox is not easy to de- 
termine. Hannibal, Alexander, 
Napoleon, ; Welling‘on, Wolfe, and 
others may be quoted as proof 
ihat the highest prizes of war arc 
for the young men. On the other 
hand, Juiius Caesar and Cromwell 
began their serious soldiering 
when well over the age of 40: 
Mariborough was 61 at the time 
of .his most admired manotuvre,

the age of 63 is said to have been 
his boldest and best. Moltke, the, 
most competent of the moderns,

vies of one, The qualities of -a lea- 
der are well known. to. you and I 
shall deal yith them. further in 
my second ktture. Here I wilt 
mention only the barest essentials. 


He . must. have — “character,” 
which simply means that he knows 
what he wants and has ihe cuur- 
age and determination to get it. 
He should hie a genuine interest 
in, and a -rea knowledge of, hum- 
anity. the ‘ray material of his 


trade; and,-most vital of all, he’ 


must have what we call the 
fighting spirl, the will =to win. 
You all know and recognise it ia 
sport, the min who plays his best 
when things are going badly, who 
has the powr to come back at 
you when apparently beaten, and 
who refusrs lo acknowledge de-. 
fea‘. There is one other moral 
quality I would stress as the mark 
of the really great commander as 
distinguished from the ordinary 
general. -Hemust have a spirit of 
adventurg, a louch of the gambler 
invhim. As Napoleon said, “If 
the art of war consisted merely in 
not taking risks glory would be 
at the mercy W very mediocre ta!- 
ent.’ Napoleon always asked if a 
general was “lucky.” What he 
really meant was, “Was he bold?” 
A bold gener] may be itcky,-but 
No general canbe lucky unless he 
is bold, "The general who allows 
himself 10 be bound and hamper- 
ed by regulalons is unlikely” to 
win a battle.” As a “cautionary

The Linited Admiral 


About 175 ycars age a conscien- 
hous but somewhat limited — ad- 
miral was, pang his quarter-deck 
in carnest consultation with his 
flag captain, while an enemy feet 
lay closé at hind at the mercy of 
his attack.

So far We have dealt with the 
general’s physical and moral 
make-up, Now for his -mental 
qualities, 
what the French call le sens du 
pra‘icable, and. we call common 
sense, knowledge of what is and 
what is not pssible. It must be 
based on a rully sound: know- 
Sedge of the '‘néchanism of war,” 

tepograply, movement, and 
supply. These are the real foun- 
dations of miliary knowledge, not 
‘strategy and lactics as most peo- 
ple think.

Of ail the incidents of her youth, 
the most famous .and ‘productive 
was Clare’s shipboard meeting 
with Mrs. Oliver H. P, Belmont, 
who shrewdly and prophetically 
pronounced her an astonishing 
girl. Later, under Mrs. Belmont’s 
‘wing, the ‘unknown Miss Boothe 
\did a little secretarial work for 
suffrage. and met George Tuttle 
Brokaw. 


In 1923 she hecame Mrs.. Bro- 
kaw and for six years led the \'fe 
of a social butterfly. Of this mar~ 
riage was born the enormously 
serious and permanent preoccupa- 
tion of her life, her daughter Ann. 

After her divorce in 1929, Miss 
Boothe. moved into her next cycle 
when she asked Conde Nast for a 
job on one of his publications.
